The arrested men informed the Police that they were staying in the hotel wait- 
ing for a ship to Swat gw , China. The Police believe that they were part of the 
underground forces presently operating in Thailand with the dual purpose of in- 


stigating a breach in the relationship between Thailand and the ULS. and of 
recruiting young Chinese men and women for training in China. 
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
